4. Disqualifications.—No person,— 


G.S.R. 1036,—^In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in supersession 
of the Central Water Commission (G.arctted) Wireless posts 
Recruitment Rules. 1981, except as respects of things done or 
omitted lo be done before such supersession, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of

gory of persons, 

6. Saving.-Nothing in these rules shall afifect reservations, 
relaxation of age lirnit and other concessions required to be 
jirovided for the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, Ex- 
scrvicenien and other special categories of persons in accor¬ 
dance with the-orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.
